Indeed, those 
which have al nee been conatructod. expreeoly 
for the trade, have been worse still; because, the 
better to escape cruieera, they must be fine Bait- 
ers, and conaequeolly unfitted for ship, of 
transport.

10 
lh24, Ihe author of Una memoir maintained, be- 
fore the Academy of Setenoeo, thot the yellow 
fever of Barcelona, ond of the 'Paaeage," come 
from ships which bod juet betm employed in 
the trade In oegroeo— ehipe which he designated 
a* foci of a apeeifte Infection, producing a ape- 
citic malady, which waa the yellow fever — 
whence b« concluded that the climate of either 
continent had but o eecoodery action, which 
waa counted to giving greater activity to the 
foci or Itfectloa created by the trade. Tbe 
event has justified these aaeertions, because, 
since 1824, Spain haa not aafTered from the yel- 
low fever; whilat daring the twenty-eight veare 
anterior, tbit malady had carried off 140,000 of 
ita inhabitant* Hut It muat be known, In con- 
nection with thia fact, that that country haa 
from that time, b«en on ita guard agalnat ehipe 
which have been employed In the trade."
